■'T’HE rasping, rooting grunt Ot 
the hippopotamus along the 
rccdy m argins of A frica’s lak es 
and rivers is very lik ely a final 
;cvolutionary echo of the Stone 
Age, say the scientists. 
For the hippo, half-pig, four- 
toed, complete with muzzle and 
tusk s, may be the only brute left 
which retains its face and figure 
from the dim prim ordial days. Re­

once roamed through Europe and 
India. 
Today he is m ak ing his 
last stand deep in the African 
hinterland and slowly his cum ber­ 
some tribe is decreasing.
